In its search lor a pattern of Interlocking rela­ 
tionships among organizations active ih influ encing 
the American people concerning its foreign policy, 
the McCarran Committee noted the very close co­ 
operation between the Institu te of Pacific Rela­ 
tions and the Foreign Policjl Association. 
Time 
after time, before this committee of the Senate, 
the name of the Foreign Policy Association was 
entwined with that of the Institu te of Pacific Re­ 
lations. Here is a typical piece of evidence which 
indicates the intimacy:

Most organizations of the type we are now dis­ 
cu ssing are managed not by their directors, who 
are u su ally very bu sy men and women, bu t by the 
paid staff who take on managerial au thority and 
u su ally do as they please. 
The directors rarely 
know the details of activities and u nderstand less 
when what is involved are ideological intricacies 
the natu re of which is alien to them. Usu ally they 
are selected for their good name and not for their 
actu al activity. 
For instance, in the m atter of the Institu te of 
Pacific Relations, its chairman, Gerard Swope, 
makes the point that he is not a Commu nist, 
Marx ist, or fellow-traveller. 
Nobody accu sed him 
of being anything of the sort. 
No one has even 
su spected him. Nor does that particu larly matter. 
The 14 volu mes of the McCarran Committee testi­ 
mony show clearly that the IPR was an instru ­ 
ment of Soviet policy in the United States. Neither 
Gerard Swope nor anyone else can impeach the 
testimony before this committee, nor has anyone 
attempted to do it. 
A correct approach to the 
problem wou ld be to confess carelessness in the 
past and to propose not to be careless again, calling 
attention pu blicly to past errors. 
The Foreign Policy Association has annou nced 
a reorganization u nder a new president, John W. 
Nason of Swarthmore College. 
It has received a 
su bstantial grant from the Fu nd for Adu lt Edu ca­ 
tion which is a su bsidiary of the Ford Fou ndation. 
It is important to note how widespread is the u se 
of Ford Fou ndation money in the institu tions and 
organizations which influ ence pu blic opinion. Pre­ 
su mably the Ford Fou ndation will produ ce a table 
showing how its fu nds have moved into these or­ 
ganizations. particu larly those dealing ou t propa­ 
ganda. 
What is important, in relation to su ch an or­ 
ganization as the Foreign Policy Association, which 
is now ex pending its services throu ghou t the na­ 
tion, throu gh FPA branches and local World Af­

President Truman, o n the anniv ersary o f 
the Japanese attack o n Pearl Harbo r, asked 
fo r better civ ilian participatio n in the gro und 
o bserv atio n co rps. Vo lunteers fo r the co rps 
pledge a certain number o f ho urs each week 
and at assigned times they watch the sky 
fo r unidentified aircraft. In making his re­ 
quest the President w arned o f the dangers 
that an ato mic attack wo uld bring to o ur 
cities. 
To so me the idea o f civ ilian sky watchers 
is no t a so und o ne. They po int o ut that the 
United States has ex tensiv e radar equip­ 
ment which is capable o f warning us o f the 
appro ach o f unfriendly aircraft lo ng befo re 
such planes co uld reach o ur sho re. 
But radar, after all, is a mechanical de­ 
v ice and is subject to mechanical failures. 
Gro und o bserv ers might, in an emergency , 
be able to spo t the appro ach o f planes which, 
fo r so me reaso n o r o ther, radar co uld no t 
detect Tho se respo nsible fo r directing the 
effo rt to keep o ur co untry safe do no t want 
a repetitio n o f the dreadful damage bro ught 
to Pearl Harbo r by the Japanese surprise 
attack.

I have written before of the comedian Who was 
asked by his stooge why he u sed cocaine, as he 
might become a dru g addict. His reply was, “I give 
myself a jab in the arm and I think I’ve paid my 
rent.” 
It wou ld seem that while many patients waited 
so long before they were able to obtain ACTH 
that w?hen they were treated with it they said they 
felt better immediately, notwithstanding the fact 
that the physician cou ld see no difference in the 
physical findings.

Tapering 
the dose very gradu ally over a period of two to 
three weeks makes it less likely that an immediate 
relapse will occu r.

ver ex tract and liver to save life in perniciou s 
anemia, so ACTH may need to be given always. 
When we remember that before the coming of 
ACTH, these cases of severe colitis, u lcerative co­ 
litis, was by su rgery (removal of a portion of the 
colon), the u se of ACTH is certainly a distinct 
advance in the treatm ent of this painfu l disease 
with its great depression of spirits.

LINE OF DEFENSE 
President Truman, on the anniversary of 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, asked 
for better civilian participation in the ground 
observation corps.

Earlier the Gruver-Riseley-Swart groun had written a letter to the 
editor of the Freeman recommending that the Board ot Education 
dedicate the new field house to the late Kate Walton and Marguerite 
Cordes, who were members of the KHS faculty for many years. 
As they pointed out: “They (Misses Walton and Cordes) 
were in the real sense ex-officio members of every coaching staff 
and every sports team KHS turned out during their years on the 
hill.” 
The statement also went on: “They were, as so many of 
us remember, firm in their stand for scholarship first, but they 
also took the wise viewpoint that athletics for both boys and girls 
at KHS were a most vital part of the community life.” 


If you were involved in athletics at KHS during the teens, the 
1920s and early 30s, these words will bring back poignant memories. 
They were, particularly Miss Waiton, all that the tribute implies. 
After careful consideration ot both viewpoints we are inclined to 
support the movement to have the field house dedicated to the for­ 
mer teachers. 
But we believe that there is a need and desire to 
memorialize the municipal stadium in honor of Sergeant Dietz. Today 
the name “municipal stadium” is an empty title. 
A large segment of the sports public in which we travel has 
often expressed the opinion that municipal stadium should have 
been dedicated to Sergeant Dietz several years ago. Others have 
mentioned the names of Buddy Ellsworth and Emil Noce, former 
KHS athlete who was a victim at Pearl Harbor. Such a latitude 
of expression and opinion should be recognized by the members 
of the Board of Education, who, if they accede to popular opinion, 
are empowered to make the final decision. 


Mr. Haver admitted in his letter that he had signed the original 
petition in behalf of the Misses Walton and Cordes, but pointed out 
that, after more thorough consideration, he felt that it would be “a 
much finer gesture to give a much deserved lasting public recognition 
to Sergeant Dietz. 
While respecting Mr. Haver’s opinion, we still believe that muni­ 
cipal stadium is the place to honor Sergeant Dietz. 
As Mr. Gruver, 
who expressed the idea four years ago, reiterated: “I still feel, per­ 
sonally, that the stadium, rather than the field house, should be named 
for him. I think, also a statue of a military figure should be erected 
in the park as a memorial to all Kingston’s war dead, many of whom 
played on KHS teams and others who played on baseball and basket­ 
ball teams in city leagues. . . .

Earlier the Gruver-Riscley-Swart group had written a letter to the 
editor of the Freeman recommending that the Board ol Education 
dedicate the new field house to the late Kate Walton and Marguerite 
Cordes, who were members of the KHS faculty for many years. 
Aa they pointed nut: “They 
<Mi*se«* W alton and Cordea) 
u r n In the real aenae ex-officio member** of every coaching atafT 
and every *|x*rts team KHS turned out during their vt ara on the 
hill.” 
The atatem ent also went on: “They were, as so many of 
us rem em ber, firm in their stand for scholarship first, but they 
also took the wise viewpoint that athletics for both boys and girls 
at KHS were a most vital part of the community life.” 


If you were involved in athletics at KHS during the teens, the 
1920s and early 30s, these words will bring back poignant memories. 
They were, particularly Miss Walton, all that the tribute implies. 
After caretul consideration of both viewpoints we arc inclined to 
support the movement to have the field house dedicated to the for­ 
mer teachers. 
But we believe that there is a need and desire to 
memorialize the municipal stadium in honor of Sergeant Dietz. Today 
the name “municipal stadium” is an empty title. 
A large segment of the sports public in which we travel has 
often expressed the opinion that municipal stadium should have 
been dedicated to Sergeant D iet/ several years ago. 
Others have 
mentioned the name* of Buddy Ellsworth and Emil N ow , form er 
KHS athlete who was a victim at Pearl H arbor. 
Such a latitude 
of expression and opinion should he recognized by the members 
of the Board of Education, who, *f they accede to popular opinion, 
are empowered to make the final derision. 


Mr. Haver admitted in his letter that he had signed the original 
petition in behalf of the Misses Walton and Cordes, but pointed out 
that, after more thorough consideration, he felt that it would be “a 
much finer gesture to give a much deserved lasting public recognition 
to Sergeant Dietz. 
While respecting Mr. Haver's opinion, we still believe that muni­ 
cipal stadium is the place to honor Sergeant Dietz. 
As Mr. Gruver, 
who expressed the idea four years ago. reiterated: “I still feel, per­ 
sonally. that the stadium, rather than the field house, should be named 
for him. 
I think, also a statue of a military figure should be erected 
in the park as a memorial to all Kingston's war dead, many of whom 
played on KHS teams and others who played on baseball and basket­ 
ball teams in city leagues. . . . 


lf these argum ents were submitted to sports fans and KHS 
alumni we feel they would meet with overwhelming approval. 
But these memorials should not he reduced to popularity con­ 
tests and there is no intent in that direction. 
The designations 
for both the stadium and the field house merit serious and digni­ 
fied consideration by the rn cm h cs of the Board of Education. 
We feel the two letters have impressed 
i i | m »i i the Board mem­ 
bers that the ritizens of Kingston are deeply interested in these 
two projects and that an early derision should be forthcoming 
on both.
